2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-7, 10, 11 and 16 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) aa being anticipated by Pare! ct al. Parcl ct al. show a C- 
shaped polymeric insert which subtends less than 360 degrees. Note Figs. 3 and 4 which show the ring as a corneal insert. 
See Fig. 1 1 for the hollow, tubular embodiment. 

As to claim 10, see column 2, lines 43*48 concerning the above. 

Claims 8, 9 and 12-14 lack inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over Parel ct al. The particular material 
of the insert is an obvious matter of design choice in the absence of any disclosed or claimed criticality. The use of lubricant 
in intraocular inserts is conventional and the particular type used is deemed an obvious matter of design choice lacking in 
disclosed criticality. 

Claims 17-22 meet the criteria for novelty, inventive step and industrial applicability under PCT Article 33(2M4) because the 
prior art of record does not show a plurality of rings implanted in the corneal stroma or a filament or woven or matte fabric.
